WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The week just closing has been decidedly the most 
favorable one for canners’ crops yet experienced. In 
almost every section there has been clear, warm weather 
experienecd, in this section as in some of the other sec- 
tions reporting the conditions being ideal. On some 
days the thermometer climbed into the nineties and this 
has had the effect of drying out the soil nicely and per- 
mitting growers to get it ready for the seed, or to plant 
out such early tomato plants as was desired. But it has 
been a long wait for this and the season is so late on some 
articles that it seems difficult to see how the lost time 
can be made up. Much of the ground has yet to be 
plowed for the first time; more of it had to.be gone over 
again owing to the beating down it received by the con- 
tinuous and heavy downpours, and all this work has only 
just commenced.. 

In Wisconsin it is about agreed that the crop of 
sweet peas will be so late as to be thrown into the in- 
tensly hot weather and the outcome of this can only be a 
small crop, for there is not alone liklihood of the blos- 
soms being burned on the vines, but the enemies of this 
crop will have full sway and may be counted upon to do 
very considerable damage. 

Here in the East the pea situation is developing now 
nicely, and while the weather has on occasions been 
rather too cold to do them good, the crop has been 
making slow progress and is now making better time. 
The market realizes, however, that the packers should 
now be at work hard upon this crop, in this section, 
and while the high prices here have been reduced to 
more seasonable ones they are still high as compared 
with the average season, and there seems little liklihood 
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of lower ones for some time. Jobbers realize this, also, 


and the result is shown in an increased inquiry for 


futures to cover their wants. 

New York State is likewise very backward with its 
crop, and it will take a long continuance of ideal weather 
to place the pea crop there into good condition. It 
should not be overlooked that all packers, practically: 
have to contend with poor seed this year, and this con- 
dition in connection with the late and unfavorable sea- 
son give good cause for care on the part of wise buyers. 

The promise of a good sized pack of fine peas which 
was apparent some months ago, judging from the inten- 
tions of the canners, has rather poor chances of being 
realized. There is possibly no crop in which canners are 
iiterested that is quite as puzzling just now as the pea 
crop and the outcome is consequently very uncertain. 

In this market the price on standard E. J. peas this 
week is $1; on extra standards, $1.05; and on sifted, $1.20. 

Strawberries are beginning to arrive in sufficient 
quantities to enable the packers to commence opera- 
tions. The fruit is of splendid quality this year, and the 
flavor equal to the quality. With the warm weather 
now prevailing the fruit will be of better texture and 
flavor, and a heavy crop is anticipated. As the market 
on the canned article is at a very low ebb on supplies it 
can stand quite a heavy packing, and as all packers in 
this section, as elsewhere, are determined to bring the 
quality of their pack and the fill of their cans well up to 
requirements a good sized pack of this kind will be a 
welcome factor. It may be written down as certain that 
the day of a few berries in the cans and much syrup has 
gone, and the man that tries it this year will receive the 
punishment he richly deserves. 

Spinach, the packing of which has been going on for 
some time has gained a point or two in prices this week, 
showing how well cleaned up the supply of this article 
actually is. It is now quoted at $1, as against 95c. last 
week for No. 3; and at $3.10 for No. 10s. 

Prices on cherries are largely withdrawn. The out- 
look for a crop seems favorable in this section; and in 


California they are now at work upon it, where the crop 
promises very good. 


Blackberries have gone off a few points in anticipa- 
tion of the new crop which will soon be at hand. No. 2 
are now quoted at 85c.; Standard No. 10s at $5.50, with 
No. 3s at $1.05, and preserved No. 2 at $1. 

Pineapple packing is now on and promises to be a 
largely increased. one over the past few years. The 
large fleet of pineapple boats no longer comes to this 
port, but the fruit is brought down from New York, 
where it is entered in crates and arrives in better condi- 
tion than formerly. Baltimore was long famous for its 
canned pineapple ,and it is making a valiant effort to 
regain its former position by packing a superior quality 
of product this season. The falling off was in no way 
due to a falling off in quality but rather to the sudden 
turning to the Hawaiian product; but consumers have 
become educated to the excellence of this fruit in cans— 
actually the finest way to secure pineapple, since it 


always improves upon standing in sugar and its own 
juices which opportunity the can affords, and the demand 
has consequently greatly. increased. ‘There are no 
changes worthy of special mention in the prices on this 
market. 

Spot tomatoes have scored another advance of 5c. 
per dozen during the week, the advance applying all 
along the line. There have been heavy withdrawals 
from stocks being held, during the past two weeks, and 
the visible supply is so considerably reduced that buyers 
are properly becoming worried. The heavy consuming 
months are yet to be supplied before new goods can pos- 
sibly some upon the market, and the delayed spring and 
the certainty of reduced acreage from this cause have 
added to this condition. The result is futures are de- 
cidedly firmer and show an advance of 2'%c. during the 
week. It is now difficult to persuade packers to accept 
any business at 82%c., where a week or ten days ago 80c. 
could as easily been secured. The fact is most packers 
are sold up to the extent they care to contract at this 
time, and until crop conditions vary materially improve 
there is little or no chance for lower prices. 

Further changes in the spot market can only result 
in an advance, though it does not seem probable that the 
record prices of $1.60, which seemed pretty sure of ac- 
complishment a few months ago, will be reached. This 
is not so much due to the amount of supplies on hand as 
it is to general industrial conditions. We refer our read- 
ers to our quotations on their proper page. 

In corn there is undoubtedly a better feeling. There 
has been a very heavy outgo during the past week or 
more, mainly of the poorer grades but as all this is going 
into immediate consumption the supply has been less- 
ened very considerably and it begins to look as if the 
holders of the better grades. of corn are about to come 
into their innings. There is not a heavy supply of good 
corn in any section of the country, and the only thing 
that is holding the market down is that jobbers have 
some on hand and will not come into the market until 
practically the last case has gone out. At the rate this 
has been taken by the retailers during the past month 
it cannot be long before they must come into the market. 
Some well posted men look for a surprise in this article, 
for ever since the reported heavy statistical position of 
corn the impression has been general that the amount on 
hand is enormous, and sight is lost of the fact that the 
public has been eating to an extent that is also enormous. 

The heavy summer boarding house trade is yet to be 
supplied, and this year canned corn will be as popular 
with them as are the proverbial prunes, which should 
have some effect upon the market and doubtless will. 

Tin plates have scored an advance during the past 
week, but further than this there are no material changes 
to note in the metal markets. 


Eastport, Me.—The Eastport Board of Trade has suc- 
ceeded in bringing the factory of the Thorndike & Hix Canning 
Company back to Eastport in larger quarters and has offered 
a sardine packing company inducements to locate there.

The New York Market 


Bad Crop conditions make market firmer—Spot Tomatoes not likely to advance or 


decline—Light demand for Futures—Corn market better. 


Reported by Telegraph 


New York, May 24th, 1912. 

The Market.—With all crops at least three weeks 
late in the Northern sections, and with other trade fac- 
tors waiting upon the improvement of weather conditions 
which are depended upon stimulate growth sufficiently to 
correct the present difficulties, trade languishes to some 
extent and buyers take only what their trade actually 
requires from day to day. Business is largely of a hand- 
to-mouth character in the New York market, and many 
expert members of the trade are somewhat disposed to 
take a gloomy view of the situation. Others are not so 
blue about it and say that the present difficulty with 
crops will result in a firmer market and possibly higher 
prices before the new pack is ready for delivery. Not 
much planting has been done, or if it has been, re-plant- 
ing has become necessary in numerous instances because 
of the excessive rainfall, which has rotted the seed in the 
ground. Meanwhile there is little disposition to shade 
prices, even though the pressure brought to bear upon 
holders is heavy. During the week just passed there 
have been four days of sunshine, two of clouds, and with 
some rainfall in some localities, but not generally. This, 
of course, is an improvement, but through some parts of 
New England snow and hail fell in considerable quanti- 
ties and in one portion it was so cold that as hardy a 
plant as potatoes could not be put in the ground with 
safety. It will be seen that the prospect for corn under 
such conditions is not altogether satisfactory. Indeed, 
no corn has been put in throughout the Northern portion 
of the Eastern district. 

Tomatoes.—A lull in demand has followed the rather 
free buying of full standard Maryland 3s, which is said to 
have cleaned up everything available at less than $1.25 
f o. b., Baltimore. Jobbers are reported as moving their 
stocks freely to retailers and it is believed it will be only 
a question of a few days when they will again come 
into the market with liberal orders. Well informed 
authorities do not believe prices will decline in the mean- 
time, or that there will be any important advance when 
buying is resumed. The general expectation is, how- 
ever, that from now until the new crop is ready for dis- 
tribution there will be no dimunition in prices. because 
of the extremely light stocks remaining in packers’ 
hands. Future tomatoes are neglected by jobbers in this 
market, but from the interior fairly liberal orders are 
roted. This demand encourages packers to adhere to 
their quotations and in most instances they refuse con- 
cessions. Here and there it might be possible to buy a 
car of standard 3s, season’s delivery, at 80c. f. 0. b. fac- 
tory, with Baltimore freight rate, but the general inside 
quotation is 82M%c. f. o. b., and other sizes are held at 
proportional figures. There is increased inquiry for spot 
No. 10s, but so far it has not resulted in material in- 
crease in business. Stocks in this size are small and, 
as the summer hotel trade is yet to be supplied packers 
who have anything left are disposed to remain firm and 
refuse to allow anything to go out at less than $3.50 
f. o. b. Baltimore. No business has been ‘reported 
recently at anything below that figure. 


Peas.—Spot business might be much larger, but 
offerings are light and high prices are demanded. Such 
supplies as are available for immediate delivery are firmly 
held at quotations, with no disposition shown to shade 
figures in the slightest degree. The packing season in 
the South is opening, but it is understood in the trade 
here that packers have their entire output under contract 
and are not ready to take on anything more until they 
know somewhere near what the output will be. In the 
West the season is reported backward and the packing 
operations will not begin until a week, or two later than 
usual. Crop prospects are reported good, but because of 
the late season the proportion of fancy and choice will 
probably be light. The crop is likely. to mature in hot 
weather which will ripen it too fast for the usual propor- 
tion of these grades. 

Corn.—The situation has not changed materially 
since last reports. All desirable stock is held firmly up 
to quotations, with sales made in a small way only. 
Holders of Maine stock are firm in their views. Planting 
in that section is seriously delayed. Snow and hail fell 
in some parts of Vermont during the week and Maine 
reports unfavorable weather for seeding. The result is 
to make such corn firm and to cause holders to refuse 
concessions under any circumstances. Western stocks 
is quiet, though in one or two instances a reduced quota- 
tion brought an order for several cars. In the present 
situation this was considered a good move. Southern 
stock is held quiet, though there is no disposition shown 
to shade quotations on the best qualities. In the main 
the market has firmed up a bit during the week and the 
outlook is rather better, though by no means as promis- 
ing as some holders would like to see. 

String Beans.—Offerings for prompt shipment are 
light. Futures are not moving very rapidly, but the 
market is firm and holders are little disposed to allow 
their stocks to go out without full outside prices. 

Spinach.—The supply is light and prices are firm. 
Not much business is done, excepting here and there a 
buyer takes hold. Fresh stock now available at low 
figures has a tendency to reduce demand for the canned 
article. 

Asparagus.—The situation is unchanged. Many 
holders are cleaning up their stores in anticipation of the 
coming of new crop. Prices are firm and considering the 
competition of fresh stock movement is reasonably active. 
Sales are made chiefly in small lots and apparently for 
immediate consumption. 

Succotash.—No change is reported in the market. 
Sales are made in a small way only and business is 
limited to the requirements of retailers. At this season 
they are usually light, and 1912 seems to be no excep- 
tion. Stocks on hand are not large. 

Salmon.—Demand for various sorts and grades has 
increased during the week, but scarcely enough to create 
any material change in the situation. Business is now 
largely of a hand-to-mouth character and is confined to 
the actual requirements of dealers. High prices influence 
small trading in most cases and sales, so far as can be 
ascertained, are small. In nearly all instances they are 
to satisfy immediate necessities. The preparations for 
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the coming season indicate that there will be more avail- — 


able the coming year. Of course, the reports of so many 


new canneries exert their influence in this market, but the - 


most experienced holders take little stock in the reports 
and in most instances refuse to accept them as true or to 
base calculations for the future upon them. They do not 
believe they will all start and if they do they are not 
expecting any material increase in output because of the 
new factories. They may be mistaken, but for the pres- 
ent they are acting upon these suppositions. 

Sardines.—Domestic pack in keyless cans are still 
cull and the market is laboring under serious depression. 
Buyers show little interest and take only such as they 
must have to satisfy their daily orders. Key-opening 
stock is held steadily up to quotations, under larger 
demand than the other grades. But movement in this 
is not heavy. 4 

Lobster.—No change reported during the week. 
Prices are high because of small stocks and dealers are 
indisposed to make much effort to sell under present con- 
ditions. 

Shrimp.—The market remains unchanged, with sales 
in small lots only. Prices have remained firm for a con- 
siderable time and there is no present indication of re- 
duction. 

Fruits.—The market has remained quiet during the 
week, with sales limited to the needs of buyers. Stocks 
are slowly disappearing and by the time new pack is 
ready for shipment the favorite grades will have entirely 
disappeared. Holders are firm in their views and refuse 
to make concessions, even where it would bring increased 
orders. 

Apples.—The market remains unchanged and has 
been rather more quiet during the week just passed. 


Prices have been steady, with no indication of further 
reductions. Fancy New York stocks is scarce and hold- 
ers are steady in their demands. Other grades are in 
substantially the same situation. 

Rhubarb.—The market is quiet, though there has 
been some demand recently from bakers and hotels. The 
supply available is ample and canning operations promise 
a sufficient supply this season. In the main there is no 
change in the situation. 

Cherries.—Some sales have been made during the 
week, but prices have remained unchanged and the 
supply has been ample for all requirements. The fact 
that cherries promise an abundant crop almost every- 
where serves to prevent much speculation in what are 
left of last season’s output. 

H. C. Mackenzie, one of Philadelphia’s best known 
brokers, has been visiting the New York market this 
week. He looks forward to an active summer. 

E. I. Whitman, Western representative of Fitch, 
Cornell & Co., the well-known New York dealers, has 
been a West Side visitor during the week. While he is 
not in the lines represented here he speaks favorably of 
the outlook for the fruit crop and says Western corn 
packers will put up a full pack this season. 

Le Grand Cannon, of Stoddard, Gilbert & Co., the 
large New Haven grocers, was in New York this week. : 
He reports business in good shape in his locality and 
predicts increased activity later. 

E. M. Somers, representing F. C. Bushnell & Co., 
New Haven, was a visitor during the week and seemed 
gratified at the way business is opening with his firm. 
He looks forward to steady improvement now that spring 
has fairly opened.

No growing weather in the Central West—Speculative Tomatoes being released— 


Corn dull for spot and futures. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, May 24th, 1912 

Weather.—Cool weather with frequent rains and 
cold winds describe the weather conditions in this sec- 
tion for the past week. We have had no growing 
weather and the grass and leaves are very backward. 
Pea planting is much delayed. It is reported generally 
that the season will be very late everywhere throughout 
the Central West and Southwest. 


Canned Tomatoes.—This market is very low in sup- 
plies of all sizes and nearly every wholesale grocery house 
here is buying in a small way, but none will buy beyond 
immediate requirements. 

St. Louis has been offering some goods on a basis 
ot $1.25 delivered at Chicago for full standard No. 3 size, 
and some sales have been made to this market, but East- 
ern packers who have been holding stock here in ware- 
houses have now begun to sell at $1.25 Chicago and will, 
of course, hold the market against all comers until they 
sell out. As it is reported that they have about fifty 
thousand cases of No. 3 size spot in Chicago, there will 
be but little chance for outside sellers petting in for sev- 
eral weeks. 

No. 10 tomatoes are quite scarce here and buyers 
though almost without supplies, are not disposed to buy 
at present prices which they regard as dangerously high. 

Futures in tomatoes are beginning to be inquired 
for more than for the previous thirty days, showing that 
wholesale grocers have sold up closely to their contracts 
and must now cover additional sales before going farther. 


Canned Corn.—A New York canning establishment 
which is being closed out by receivers created somewhat 
of a sensation here this week through a traveling repre- 
senative. It was reported that he had offered and sold 
fancy No. 2 New York State corn delivered at St. Louis 
at 57% in several large blocks. 

The report, however, was found to be erroneous, 
as the lowest price made was found to be 62'%c. for 
standard No. 2 corn and that a lower offer had been 
ceclined. 

A big block of Ohio corn that had been frozen and 
was somewhat separated, sold here this week for 52%c. 
delivered at Chicago. 

But little interest is being taken in canned corn for 
future delivery. Most jobbers say that they will have 
enough to last them all next season which, of course, is 
an exaggerated statement, but it expresses the feeling 
of the trade toword canned corn. 


Gasoline Tomatoes.—Two weeks ago in this col- 
umn I referred to the fact that a big block of No. 3 to- 
matoes was being offered by a Richmond (Va.), whole- 


sale produce house, consisting of about eighteen thou- 
sand cases packed in sanitary style cans at a ‘low price 
and as the cans were well filled and color good, the price 
was enigmatical, as they were offered at $1.05 f. 0 b. 
Virginia. 

The riddle was solved when the samples were sent 
out and found to contain a fine rich gasoline odor caused 
by using a new make of cement in crimping the cans. 


I am reliably informed that these cans were not 
made by the Sanitary Can Cdémpany, and that company 
has never had any trouble of that kind, never having 
used but one make of cement which has always proven 
perfectly satisfactory and free from taste or odor. 


I learned today that several of our Western buyers 
(none in Chicago) had been “landed” by the gasoline . 
syndicate and had paid for the tomatoes before discov- 
ering the defect. 

It is a pity that the goods should be disteibeeed, as 
great injury will be done to the industry. 


Secretary Gorrell should look into this matter as it 
will offset a whole lot of good work if not stopped. 

Canned Apples.—The demand and market is dull 
and there are plenty of offerings of poor quality stock at 
low prices. 

The demand is confined saialis to chdice or fancy 
stock for private labels, but the abundance of poor stock 
prevents packers from obtaining a fair price for the few 
lots of superior quality to be had. Prices range all the 
way from $1.65 to $2.40 f. o. b. Chicago in car load lots. 

Canned Salmon.—This article continues to drag and 
is dead dull. The cold weather seems to hold back the 
demand and it is ably seconded by the high prices pre- 
vailing. 

It is certainly to be hoped that the demand ne this 
article will improve for there is room for improvement 
and great hopefulness on the part of holders. 


There is no apprehension as to Columbia River or 
Sockeye fancy grades, but there is some uneasiness as 
to Red Alaska, Medium Red, Cohoes and Pinks, which 
are in large supply and not moving. 


American Sardines.—The situation as to this article 
is very similar to that of canned salmon as to demand, 
but as to price exactly opposite. The prices prevailing 
are about the lowest ever known and yet the goods 
are moving but slowly. 

The confidence of the trade is witheld by the fact 
that the long packing season has now begun and packers 
are likely to can all the fish they can catch and trust to 
luck to secure a profit by a change in the market.

What the National Canners’ Association Is Doing 
In Various Lines.—Refutations. 


Canned ham was blamed with causing ptomaine poisoning, 
resulting in the death: of Mrs. Harry Dutton, of Concordia, 
Kansas, early in April. 

Investigation by our Bureau of Publicity proved that this 
was anothe rease misrepresented. Dr. Coffy, the atending 
physician, stated that if Mrs. Dutton’s illness was caused by 
anything she had eaten it was from cheese, as every member 
of the family had eaten the ham with no ill effects. An inter- 
view with Mr. Dutton and other members of the family, proved 
that no canned food had been eaten by Mrs. Dutton or any 
of the family for sometime, the ham in question being dried 
ham. 
When these facts were given to the Editor of the “Daily 
Kansan,”’ he gave us a complete story of the case in his issue 
of April 22d, and told of the good work of the Association. 

Three Buffalo newspapers gave a great deal of publicity 
recently to the story of two Greeks who had just arrived in 
this country and were on their way west. The report stated 
that they had eaten a great of canned food en roaute, and were 
taken desperately ill with ptomaine poisoning before they 
reached Buffalo, there they were taken from the train and 
removed to the hospital. One of the men died on the follow- 
ing day. 

Our Bureau of Publicity investigated this case thoroughly 
and learned from the hospital authorities that these men were 
suffering from spinal meningitis; the chief physician stated 
that he could not imagine how the men had escaped the 


vigilance of the Government officials, as it was evident that 
they had had the disease for some time. 

The newspapers, in publishing the retractions gave quite 
as much publicity as they had given the first report. 

We recently investigated a case in Shamokin, Pa., which 
reported ptomaine poisoning from canned salmon. Several 
members of the faimly of Frank Stranskoski, a miner, were 
ill. 

The attending physician stated that it was not a case of 
ptomaine poisoning, but it seemed to be a metalic poisoning. 
With some difficulty we finally found that the salmon was 
eaten on Friday with no ill effects, some being left in the 
open can until the next day at noon when it was eaten for 
dinner, after which the illness occurred. 

As all persons are warned not to leave food in the open can, 
we considered this a misrepresented case, and so brought it to 
the atention of the editor of the Philadelphia “‘Record.’”’ On 
May 9th, he published a very satisfactory retraction.

Salmon Canning about to open—No curtailment in pack apparent— 
Salmon Dull. 


Seattle, Wash., May 18, 1912. 

Salmon.—Advices just received here from the Columbia 
River, where packing is now in progress, states that the river 
canners have sold all the fish they expect to put up, subject, 
of course, to approval of opening prices. The run of salmon 
on the Columbia river to date has not been very heavy, but 
the season is still early. Predictions are made here that 
opening prices will be just the same as last year. 

One of the features of the situation on Pugent Sound is that 
two British Columbia firms will this season invade a field 
that has long been dominated by Washington cannerymen. 
Two canneries will be operated this summer in the South 
shore of Vancouver Island by British Columbia concerns. 
The British Columbia cannerymen are anxious to have a 
“crack” at the fish at the same time the Puget Sound can- 
nerymen do, instead of waiting for what fish get past the 
seiners to reach the vicinity of. the established British Co- 
lumbia canneries on the Fraser river. 


Two new canning plants will be operated this season 
on the American side of the straits of Juan de Fuca, almost 
directly across from the new plants on Vancouver Island. 
One will be a floating cannery and one will be stationed on 
the land at Neah Bay. Rumors that a second floating cannery 
will be operated in this district have been circulated, but as 
yet have not been confirmed. 


Recent developments indicate that there will be no or- 
ganized attempt to curtail the production of salmon on the 
sound this year. This seemed to be the consensus of opinion 
of the cannerymen who attended a meeting of the Puget 
Sound Salmon Canners Association in Seattle yesterday. The 
fact that leading cannerymen look for a moderate pack on 
the sound this season in spite of the great increase in the 
gear which will be operated by the purse seiners, has been 
largely responsible for the sentiment against curtailing. 

The demand for canned salmon is still quiet. Holders 
look for some awakening of the demand in about two weeks 
or a month. 

British Columbia cannerymen with headquarters in Van- 
couver, are preparing for a moderate pack. They will not 
curtail to any extent. They look for an average ‘off year” 
output. Considerable salmon still remains in first hands in 
British Columbia. It is practically all unlabeled stock. Inas- 
much as the bulk of the British Columbia canned salmon is 
shipped to England without labels, the fish now held in the 
North is not much of a factor in the local market at this time. 


The old plant of the Grays Harbor Packing Company at 
Aberdeen, which has not been operated in four or five years 
will be operated this year by the Elmore Packing Company 
of Astoria. 

Puget Sound packers are all ready to commence packing 
the moment fish show up in sufficient quantity to make the 
opening of the canneries worth while. In all probability 
most of the sound plants will open about the middle of June. 

Canned and Dried Fruits.—One of the most important fea- 
tures of the dried fruit situation west of the Cascade mount- 
ains is the fact that the prune crop will not be half a crop. 
Prunes are dropping off the trees at an alarming rate. Cold 
weather and lots of rain at the time the trees were in bloom 
are said to be responsible for the great loss of prunes. The 
damage was particularly severe in the biggest prune raising 


section of the state, namely in the vicinity of Vancouver, 
Washington. 

Raspberries, blackberries and loganberries are also drop- 
ping quite badly. Vashon Island, one of the best fruit pro- 
ducing sections in Western Washington, will have a very short 
crop of peaches and apricots. These fruits in other parts of 
the state, however, will be large. The output of canned 
strawberries will be a record breaker in this state. The crop 
will be the largest ever known. Local fruit is now coniing on 
to the market. 

Jobbers have bought berries quite freely and nearly all 
of the canners in the Pacific Northwest have contracted the 
fruits and vegetables they believe they will be able to can. 

The Oregon Packing Company has named its opening 
prices. The prices are just about the same as those recently 
named by the Puyallup & Sumner Fruit Growers Association.

Your article in The Trade of May 13th, headed “Canned 
Foods and the Retail Grocer,’’ seems to me to be most timely 
and well written. The writer is on the right track in his 
belief that the retail grocer should be educated and made 
thoroughly familiar with the canned food product he has on 
his shelves. 

There is no question of doubt that the Publicity Com- 
mittee of the National Canners’ Association could do an 
immense amount of good result producing missionary work. 
This can only be done to produce best possible results by per- 
sonal, individual labor with the grocer, convincing him to 
his entire satisfaction that canned foods are one of the best, 
if not the best, food products of today; and he in turn will 
not delay in recommending canned foods to his customers. It 
is my belief that the goods on the shelves in the great majority 
of retail stores have to do their, own advertising. To those 
of us who know, canned foods properly put up are good and 
wholesome. 

I enjoyed reading the article referred to so much that I 
could not help giving expression to a few thoughts.

And writing us later under date of the 18th, Mr. Ross 
further added to his remarks, saying: 
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Really, I think the article referred to is valuable enough 
to bring out a good lively discussion. 
tion to my previous remarks, that printed literature and dis- 
play posters, while they no doubt help some, will never bring 
about the result sought for, neither should it be left to the 
salesman for the reason mentioned in your article. 

I cannot imagine a single line of business in existence 
today where the opportunity for large development is greater 
than in the packing and selling of canned food products, and 
the retail grocer is the man to do the boosting, but first of all, 
he must be well educated into heartily and honestly believing 
what he has to sell is good and wholesome. Here is where 
the active, progressive individual missionary work must be 
done. 

When one considers the tremendous amount of time and 
energy that is spent in trying to develop fake schemes in 
order to get money out of people’s pockets, it is really aston- 
ishing in making the comparison that such a bolden oppor- 
tunity as exists today for the development of the business in 
question should be allowed to suffer for a lack of education 
on the part of the consumer primarily and the retail dealer. 

Time and again I have heard intelligent people say they 
would not eat anything canned. The chances are very fre- 
quently they have eaten and do eat delicious canned food and 
did not know it. I have never neglected an opportunity to 
disabuse the minds of the doubting ones. 

Improper canning of food product at home has done much 
to injure canned food. This is another point for the National 
Canners’ Association to bear in mind with a view of discourag- 
ing the practice. 

I remember with pleasure the time when I was fortunate 
enough to be one of a party of ladies and gentlemen who 
were invited to go through one of the up-to-date, large food 
canning establishments. The impression has never been lost.

The doubting ones of our party were won over then and there. 
Really, I think if the boosting of the business were properly 
handled, the greatest trouble would be to supply the demand.

There are so 
many kinds and the varieties include so many of the present 
principal food products that the man who doesn’t know, is 
missing one of the great divisions of his trade. Admitting 
all this, there is much to be said in favor of the dealer whe 
neglects it. Still, here is something which will go a long 
way toward filling the pocket. Almost everyone: will under- 
take a little more, will exert a little more effort, if he can 
thereby increase his income. Then why shouldn’t he learn 
about canned goods?

In Writing Advortisory, Kindly Mention The Trade, 
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the details of another business, is too much for him to under- 
take. He will tell you that canners make little effort to offer 
information. Indeed, he will say in times past they have 
almost refused to furnish information when asked direct ques- 
tions. Perhaps under such circumstances the dealer may be 


justified if he doesn’t go far out of his way to acquire 
knowledge of the business. 


Whatever may be true now regarding the canners to 
inform dealers about their business, the fact remains that 
they were not some years ago. The writer well remembers 
his own experience as a newspaper reporter pursuing a per- 
fectly legitimate point of information and half a dozen leading 
canners positively refused to answer his questions. It would 
have helped their business, too, because the article which the 
reporter was preparing was intended to refute some of the 


charges which had been made about the impurity of canned 
foods. 


Passing years and an appreciation of the value of news- 
paper and trade paper advertising, have served to change the 
view point of some canners, though not all. And information 
is more easily obtained than formerly, but it is still insuffi- 
cient. The daily press is not yet satisfied, even though the 
trade press has been made to understand the present condi- 
tions. The campaign must go farther and must include the 
daily and weekly news press in its propaganda. Otherwise 
there will always be sensational articles about poisoning with 
eanned foods. It is not enough to follow up these alleged 
cases and prove they were unfounded. The untruth which 
prompted the publication in the beginning will outrun the 


truth which follows and your business will suffer in conse- - 


quence. 

You must manage in some way to so clearly inform the 
editors and reporters of the daily and weekly press that they 
will investigate these cases carefully before printing them. 
They investigate everything which is made to appear impor- 
tant, and they do not intend to injure you or your business. 
But the story reads well. It may be, perhaps, a trifle sensa- 
tional and will stand a big headline which will sell papers, and 
because it is impersonal and seems to injure nobody in par- 


ticular it is printed and your business receives a blow which 
really sets it staggering in that particular locality. 


Your Publicity Bureau comes gallantly to your rescue after 
the damage is done and secures a retraction. But such things 
are printed in the paper in as obscure a location as circum- 
stances permit; and the result is that only a fraction of those 
who saw the original headline article saw the correction. 


You have been injured and there is no redress. What will 
you do? 


Unfortunately there is nothing you can do. It is a case of 
placing a lock upon the safe after it has been rifled. The 
time to fight this insidious danger was before it occurred. 
And you can’t do that by present methods. 

Teaching your grocers will help. They are often adver- 
tisers in the newspapers and they can tell the editors that 
it is untrue that canned foods are such fruitful sources of 
ptomaine poisoning as the sensational press would make it 
appear. And they can make it rather plain that all such 
rot must be kept out if they hope to secure grocers’ adver- 
tising, unless they have iNdubitable proof that their assertions 
are correct. The business office may not dominate the editorial 
policy to the extent that some claim, but the business office 
does make the editorial end careful of its satements and it 
doesn’t intend to allow one of its customers to be injured 


if it can prevent such ‘a calamity. The method to be adopted 
seems reasonably plain. 


Maybe this will all come of educating the retailer. At 


any rate, some of it will. And you must educate him if you 
wish to make your sales as heavy as they might be. 


Supose the retailers who handle your goods had all under. 
stood their business this past spring? There had been a 
severe winter, Almost every locality in the ocuntry emerged 


_ more or less the worse for wear .. 


Vegetables were frozen 
and spoiled. Fruits were the same. It was. scarcely possible 
to obtain decent fresh goods of either variety. What did the 
retail grocers do? So far as the writer’s observation went, 
not one took advantage of his opportunity and advertised 
canned vegetables and fruits to take the place of those which 
were injured or spoiled. Obviously, however, that would have 
been one of the best things the dealer could have done. 

Probably a considerable portion of this negligence was 
due to the fact that the retailer as a rule doesn’t understand 
the art of advertising properly. More of it was due to the 
fact that he didn’t understand his goods and, therefore, was 
unable to seize this advantage and make the most of it. 

Here is where the Publicity Bureau of the Association 
could have helped. The trade papers did. They always help, 
and yet there are many dealers and more manufacturers who 
wish trade papers were destroyed. Some retailers declare they 
have no time to read a trade paper. May be not, but those who 
rail the hardest often have to drop in at the corner saloon or 
attend the horse race or play checkers in the back store. The 
trade paper is devoid of excitement. Its returns are sure. 
Horseracing is a gamble, with the outsider bound to lose. But 
it is exciting while it lasts and time sadly needed for some- 
thing more substantial may be consumed in this way. 

The advertising which could have been based upon this 
fact, that was known to everyone in the business, would have 
added hundreds of dollars to the income of grocers. Yet it was 
permitted to pass with scarcely a recognition. The Publicity 


Bureau ought to have a department for just such effective 
work as this. 


There are many other benefits which would arise from 
this understanding, but these desultory remarks have become 
too long. Perhaps in the future something will be said about 
displaying and advertising canned goods. It would be worth 


while, if it were discussed and understood better than it is 
today.

Preservatives in Russian Caviar. 
(From Consul Talbot J. Albert, Brunswick, Germany.) 


The German police authorities have called the attention of 
dealers to the fact that caviar imported from Russia has 
occasionally been found to have been treated with formalde- 
hyde or boracic acid. As these preservatives are injurious 
to health, caviar so treated is forbidden to be sold, under the 
penalties of the pure-food law, and dealers in caviar are 
warned to contract that all caviar to be delivered from the 


catch of the present season should be free from such preserva- 
tives. y 


These preservatives have been found in the inferior qual- 
ities of caviar. Although the qualities have been small and 
possibly not sufficient to injure health, the leading merchants 
are careful not to handle caviar preserved in this way. The 
roe of the sturgeon should be conserved only with pure salt. 
There is no caviar that is not salted, but the dearer kinds con- 
tain less than the cheaper. One of the best varieties is called 
“malossol,” which means in Russian ‘‘little salt.” As malossol 
does not keep well, it is put up in tin boxes and kept in cold 
storage. In the best caviar, half to three-quarters of a pound 
of salt is added to 34 pounds of caviar. Generally this quant- 


ity of caviar is treated with 1 to 3 pounds of salt. Bieluga is 
considered the best variety of caviar. : 


As the sturgeon roe is always gray, falsifying of caviar 
seldom happens. Lately Swedish and Siberian salmon roe has 


been introduced in commerce, but this is easily distinguished 
by its red color. 


Caviar is used frequently by the sick for nourishment, and 
the purity of the article is carefully guarded in Germany,

Held at St. Louis, May 15th, 16th and 17th 


ACTIONS OF INTEREST TO CANNERS 


THE NAME ON THE 


LABEL BILL KILLED 


We do not propose bothering our readers with an- 
other long Convention report, for they have troubles of 
their own, without going outside their own pastures, 
even though the adjoining one be most inviting and in- 
teresting, but we cannot pass over the recent meeting 
of the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association meeting 
last week, without due consideration of the matters that 
directly affect this industry. And right here we wish 
to give credit to the Interstate Grocer, of St. Louis, for 
its progressiveness in issuing a splendid daily newspaper, 
covering each day’s proceedings, in a style that has 
never before been approached. We know what a tre- 
mendous work this meant, and we hope it was not one 
merely of love. We are going to quote from its issues, 
for after making preparations to be present at the Con- 


vention we were detained, and could not attend. 


The sixth anual convention of the National Whoiesale 
Grocers’ Association opened Wednesday morning under the 
most favorable auspices since its existence and got into action 
promptly and speedily carried through its work. All the 
reports showed time and thought and were well received. 


The attendance, as expected, increased in such porportions 
that the registration headquarters was taxed to its limit. It 
was announced that over four hundred and fifty members had 
been enrolled and that the guests totalled five hundred and 
fifty, with the ladies numbering one hundred and fifty, mak- 
ing a grand total of eleven hundred and fifty in attendance. 


Here is a convention with a total attendance of less than 
half the Canners’ and yet notice the report of the treasurer, 
Mr. A. J. Wellington: 


Mr. Wellington showed by figures that there was a balance 
on hand last year of $2,095, with subsequent receipts for dues, 
interest and refunds making the total $49,811.28. Against this 
there were disbursements amounting to $38,542.74, leaving a 
net balance on hand with all bills paid except those incurred 
at the convention, of $11,268.54!! 


Retiring President Wason, in his annual address, did not 
fail to touch upon the question of the 2 per cent discount. In 
part he said: 

Your committee would suggest, when the manufacturer 
changes his cash discount from one to two per cent, that our 
members write him, showing the manufacturer that we appre- 
ciate the extra discount for cash and that we are interested 
in the goods he manufactures. 

Another thing that handicapped your officers at first in 
their work was the fact that some of our members did not dis- 
count their bills within the discount period, but did take off 
the discount after the time to discount had passed, and in a 
few instances where their checks were returned wrote the 
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manufacturer rather discourteous letters. I am glad to say 
this has been overcome by issuing a letter to our members 
explaining to them the necessity of promptly paying within the 
discount period, if they wish to avait themselves of the dis- 
count. 

The cash discount question is a banking proposition 
absolutely and one of the most importance to every wholesale 
grocer. It is particularly important that we should receive 
our cash discount off from the selling price as one of our 
good friends has given us, for we are obliged to give the 
cash discount to our customers from the selling price, and why 
should we not receive the same as we are asked to give? 


We are not the so-called middlemen, but we are the bank- 
ing end of merchandising. We are the strong link in the 
chain from old Mother Earth to the consuming public. We 
are the most economical channel for the goods to go through 
to the retail grocers. 

There are in this country only 2,500 wholesale grocers, 
and we must furnish the money to pay for the goods as soon 
as they are grown, or manufactured. We must furnish the 
warehouse to store them until they are wanted by the retail 
grocer for consumption. 

What manufacturer could furnish money and warehouses, 
pay cash for his product, pay cash for the labor, and store 
them until wanted by the consuming public, and carry a stock 
in every city of any size in this country? He would soon find 
that he was getting his distribution done very much cheaper 
through the wholesale grocers. 

Mr. Theodore F. Whitemarsh, chairman of the Pure Food 
Committee, made an interesting address, ‘in the course of which 
he said: 

The policy of the association in regard to legislative mat- 
ters has been the same as in previous years: 

1. To secure uniformity of all state and national laws that 
affect the interests of the association, and in particular to urge 
the passage of the uniform food law, the uniform bill of lading 
law, the uniform sales law and other uniform measures on 
commercial subjects. 

To secure the passage by Congress of the Stevens- 
Burton bill in the form in which it was introduced, in order 
that the states may have a model national law on the subject 
of compulsory weight branding. 


3. To oppose the passage of all laws at variance with the 
National food law and to oppose all unreasonable laws such 
as those which require dating, manufacturer’s name, fixed 
standards in state statutes, and those with similar ill-con- 
sidered objects. 

As soon as the regular session of Congress, opened in 
December, the committee took up the matter of having the 
weight or measure branding bill favored by the association, 
which had already been introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by Mr. Stevens, introduced in the Senate. After 
several conferences, Senator Burton was asked to introduce 
the bill. This he did and the measure is now known as the 
Stevens-Burton bill. We regret that we are unable at pres- 
ent to announce the final passage of this bill by Congress, but 
the law mills sometimes grind very slowly, and, although this 
measure has the almost unanimous support of every associa- 
tion and individual interested in it, no final action has as yet 


been taken. Hearings have been held before the Senate’ 


Committee on Manufactures and the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce, at both of which hearings 
the association was represented by the secretary, and by 
counsel, who spoke in favor of the bill. 

From the general trend of the discussion at these hear- 
ings, we believe that a compulsory weight or measure brand- 
ing bill will be reported, but there is some question as to the 
form it will take, because oposition to the present wording has 
developed, notwithstanding the fact that the bill was in its 
present form unanimously reported by the Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee of the previous Congress. The 
bill has been expressly endorsed by the Association of State 
and National Food and Dairy Departments at is latest meeting, 
by the weights and Measures Officials of the United States in 
annual conference last February, and by various trade organ- 
izations interested in the enactment of such a law. We, there- 
fore, believe that any change in its provisions would be most 
unfortunate. a 

Congress. 

All the bills introduced in the special session of Congress 
called last summer came before thé regular session which 
met in December, and in addition over 25,000 new bills were 
introduced. Out of this number there have been over 250 
which were of interest to the association. 
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The most important bill is the Stevens-Burton bill, our 
efforts to secure the passage of which have been set forth 
above. This, however, has not been the only weight branding 
bill before Congress. One by Mr. Gould is identical with the 
Stevens-Burton bill, except that it provides that the average 
weight shall be above as often as it is below the weight stated. 


Another bill of interest is that introduced by Mr. Richard- 
son, for the purpose of correcting the fault in the food law 
disclosed by the decision in the Johnson case, in which the 
Supreme Court held by a divided vote that false statements 
on the labels of patented medicines as to the curative qualities 
did not constitute misbranding. This bill, which has, in sub- 
stance, been recommended by President Taft, has very strong 
support and will doubtless pass in some form. 

The Campbell bill pending in Congress would require the 
manufacturer’s name to be branded upon all products entering 
interstate or foreign commerce. 

A bill before Congress which has had our hearty support 
and in regard to which conferences have been held with the 
AmerinacBankers’ Association and ‘other organizations, fis 
the one designed to make bills of lading uniform. This excel- 
lent measure if enacted a law will go far toward making all 
bills of lading uniform and to establish uniform interpreta- 
tion of laws governing them. 

There have been several cold storage bills before Congress 
but it seems very doubtful whether any law upon this sub- 
ject will be enacted at this session, although a voluminous 
report has been published by the committee that has been 
investigating the matter. 

A bill providing for a tax of 2 cents per 100 on white 
phosphorous matches and prescribing the manner in which 
they may be sold, was passed and approved by the President. 

Arizona, 

. Arizona is now meeting in its first session, and it seems 
certain that many new bills of interest will be introduced. 
We are glad to report that a bill substantially the same as 
the United States Food and Drugs Act has been introduced 
in the legislature, favorably reported out of committee and 
will probably pass. This will make Arizona the thirty-second 
state to adopt the uniform law favored by us. 


Maryland. 

A very important bill was introduced in the Maryland 
legislature, which threatened to destroy the existing uniformity 
between the state and national laws. Among some of its 
provisions was one which repealed the present requirement 
that the Maryland law be interpreted in the same manner 
as the United States Food and Drugs Act. It also proposed 
to enact fixed statutory standards for two hundred and thirty- 
five food products, and contained many other ill-considered 
provisions. 

A very radical cold storage bill was also introduced. It 
limited the cold storage period in some instances to five days. 

Neither of these measures passed. 

Massachusetts. 

This year, for the first time in many years, there have 
been no weight branding bills before the Massachusetts legis- 
lature. In Massachusetts, the legislature generally investigates 
before legislating, contrary to the practice in so many states. 
The result of this has been that a cold storage bill has been 
introduced which might well serve as a model law on this 
subject. The bill fixes the cold storage period at one year, with 
power in the Board of Health to extend this time. The 
measure has many other excellent features. 

A new law was proposed, requiring the manufacturer’s 
name to appear upon cans of condensed, concentrated or 
evaporated milk, but it was reported adversely by the com- 
mittee. 

Although the legislature has not yet adjourned, the com- 
mittee’s work is practically complete, as there are very few 
bills which have not been considered, and adjournment will 
probably be taken in the near future. 

New Mexico. 

If legislation in the new state of New Mexico continues 
at the rapid pace set by the few brief weeks since the legisla- 
ture convened, our association and any others interested in 
commercial maters are certain to have plenty of work and 
excitement. A general food law has just been introduced in 
the legislature there and has been put in charge of a special 
so-called “‘Steering Committee.” It is widely at variance not 
only with the national statute, but with the laws of every 
other state. A general letter upon the subject has just been 
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sent out by your comittee to wholesale grocers in New Mexico 
and many large markets shipping to that state. Prompt action 
is very important. If any of those in attendance upon the 
convention know of any influence they can bring to bear in 
New Mexico against this bill and in favor of a statute modeled 
after the national pure food law and the thirty-one state laws 
copied therefrom, they ought to act at once. Your committee 
and counsel would be glad to furnish information. The com- 
mittee’s letter upon the subject was sent out by Mr. Beckmann 
under date of May 4th. 
New York. 

New York State is to be added to the list of states requiring 
weight or measure to be branded on food products sold in 
package form. The new law, which was opposed by the whole- 
sale grocers of New York solely on the ground that Congress 
should act first, is a very reasonable one. Variations are 
permitted and exemptions allowed. It does not affect products 
put up prior to February 1, 1914. 

Another new law in New York reduced the amount of 
acidity necessary in cider vinegar to four per cent, by weight, 
of absolute acetic acid. This is the federal standard. 

A number of other bills of interest were introduced, but 
none passed. One of these would place many restrictions on 
the sale of matches by wholesale grocers. Another proposed 
to require that food products preserved in cans, jars and 
other containers be labeled with the date when packed. Food 
products were not the only goods which it was sought to have 
dated, as a bill was introduced to require the dating of auto- 
mobile tires. 

Rhode Island. 


As usual, the Rhode Island legislature held a long session, 
but enacted few laws of general importance. 

Among the measures before it have been the uniform 
bill of lading law and a law to protect the use of false weights 
or measures. Both bills were favored by us. 

Virginia. 

There were a number of important bills before the Virginia 
legislature among these a compulsory weight branding. bill 
very similar to the Stevens-Burton bill; also several cold 
storage bills, a bill to compel sale by weight and a proposed 
uniform bill of lading bill. None of these passed.’ 

A weights and measures bill to require the giving of full 
weight and measures was enacted a law. 

The Virginia members of the association deserve great com- 
mendation for the co-operation which they have given to the 
work of the committee. 

Wisconsin. 

Although the legislature has only just convened, a standard 
weights and measures law has already been enacted. No 
other bills of interest have as yet been introduced, but it is 
expected that there will be some in the near future. 


Better Boxes Demanded. 


Several changes in the manner of packing canned foods 
and fruits were suggested by the Committee on Better Con- 
tainers, of which O. C. Mattern is chairman with John G. 
Mahlan and Livingston Jones as his associates. 


Your Committee on Better Containers,’”’ said Mr. Mattern, 
“has to report that after a thorough investigatoin we find that 
most of our trouble sems to be in canned foods packed in the 
Middle West. Accordingly, your chairman has written a let- 
ter to Mr. S. F. Haserot, president of the National Canners’ 
Association, urging him to take this matter up with the 
packers in the Middle West, with the view of bringing about 
better conditions. We find, in a great many instances, that 
they use %-inch lumber for the end pieces, which should not 
be less than %-inch stock. Hope this will result in a better- 
ment of the conditions in this section. , 


“Tt has also been brought to our notice that there might 
be an improvement in dried fruits packed in 50-pound cases 
and it was suggested that these cases might be strapped, but 
as this would involve an extra expense and hence an additional 
cost on the commodity, your chairman thought it best not to 
go into this matter before placing it before the members. 

“It has also been suggested that No. 10 canned foods should 
be packed in cases of one-half dozen only. 

“If these changes are deemed advisable, and any other 
suggestions which might be made along these lines, they can 
be worked out by the committee who will have this in charge 
the ensuing year.” 


The Name On the Label. 
Contrary to expectations, the convention took a very 
decided stand on the question of packer’s name upon the label, 
the attitude of the association being covered in a lengthy reso- 


lution which went into much detail as to the jobbers’ objection 


to any such requirement. There was no hesitancy in the 
language used as the gist of the resolution decried the concen- 
tration of brands in the hands of a few manufacturers on the 
ground that it would have a tendency to create a monopoly. 


One Missouri jobber, who said he had discussed this reso- 
lution with others, maintained that they were in favor of the 
name of the packer on the label on the basis that it would 
enable jobbers without private brands to compete more readily 
with those who use them. His contention was that if private 
brands were eliminated through the passage of the Campbell 
bill that it would be to the advantage of the wholesaler who 
did handle private brands. 

Along this line the Association took a very decided stand, 
passing the following resolution: 

Whereas, there has been presented before the national 
Congress and various state legislatures the question of enacting 
a law requiring that the manufacturer’s name be placed on all 
labels, and 

Whereas, we believe that such law, if enacted, would be an 
arbitrary abridgement of the rights now enjoyed by thousands 
of manufacturers and merchants of an open and widely com- 
petitive field of distribution for their products, and 


Whereas, the function of selecting and grading as now 
performed by the wholesale grocer, is necessary in order that 
the public may be best and most economically served, and 

Whereas, the public welfare demands that there be free 
and unrestricted competition to the end that all the pro- 
ducers of food products may place their output before the con- 
suming public without restriction, and 

Whereas, the wholesale grocer is recognized generally to 
be the best and most economical channel for such distribution 
by reason of the fact that said distribution can be done at less 
cost to the producer and to the best interest and greater satis- 
faction to the consumer, by reason of the methods of grading 
and selection employed by such wholesale grocers, thereby 
enabling the consuming public to better discriminate in pur- 
chasing food products, and 


Whereas, it has been stated by some of those advocating 
such legislation that it is necessary for the protection of the 
public, we, wholesale grocers more closely in touch with all 
the conditions, believe that the public will best be safeguarded 
by permitting the wholesale grocer to distribute goods either 
under his own exclusive label or under that of the manu- 
facturer, as the products are consumed within the zone of the 
wholesale grocer’s distribution, while the manufacturer may 
be and usually is distantly removed from such consumers. In 
most instances, there is little or no distribution of a manu- 
facturer’s product near the point of production, and 


Whereas, the entire responsibility can be more properly 
borne by the wholesale grocer on all goods selected and 
marketed under his labels, we hold and maintain that the 
addition of the manufacturer’s name on such label would be 
unnecessary, impracticable and harmful in -that it would 
greatly hinder and delay transactions between the wholesale 
grocer and the manufacturer and would be misleading and 
deceiving to the consuming purchaser of goods so labeled to 
such an extent as to practically destroy the intelligent selection 
and grading of large and veryimportant lines of food products, 
and 

Whereas, the advocacy of adding the name of the manu- 
facturer on the wholesale grocer’s label, if successful, would 
greatly tend to create and nurture a monopoly enjoyed only by 
a few large manufacturers of extensively advertised brands, 
on goods which are marketed o nartificial values so created 
to the detriment if not extinction of the smaller manufacturer, 
packer or canner, thereby restricting competition and making 
it harder to solve the problem of the present “high cost of 
living,’’ and 


Whereas, it is the privilege of all American citizens to enjoy 
freedom of contract when engaged in a lawful occupation, and 

Whereas, we are in no sense opposed to manufacturers’ 
marketing their products to the trade without restriction, we 
do protest that it is unjust, unfair and improper to impose 
by law restrictions on freedom on contract; be it, therefore, 

Resolved, that we are unqualifiedly opposed to the enact- 
ment of any law making it mandatory that the name of the 
manufacturer shall be placed on the label. 


L. A. Sears, representing the National Canners’ Association, 
stated that he had been taken by surprise and was unaware that 
he was to talk for the National Canners’ Association. He read 
a telegram from President Haserot, who was unable to be present, 
expressing the fullest hope of friendly co-operation with the 
wholesale grocers.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Well, there was nothing very undecided about the 
way the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association sat 
on that “name on the label” question. 


Nor in the advice of retiring President Wason that 
when a member secures the 2 per cent. discount he should 
write the seller, expressing his deep appreciation of the 
favor shown. He even went on to say that it would 
cost but two cents (of the pile so secured) to thus sooth 
the feelings of the manufacturer. 


And we cannot imagin ethat the wholesalers will. 
squirm under this lavish outlay, at least with reference 
to canned food packers upon whose products the whole- 


salers have to eke out a living upon the 40c. to 60c. per 
case profit, plus the two per cent. in 30, 60, 90 or even 
120 days. 


But then as if to make assurance doubly sure, they 
tacked on a rider which called for the guarantee of all 
canned foods up to July Ist, though why they stopped at 
this date we do not understand. 

And the canner must use better boxes; and the only 
proper selling contract—that of the California canners, 
which constitutes delivery when the railroad receipts 
for the goods, as compared with the usual form which 
permits the buyer to accept the goods upon arrival, and 
if he is ready or cares to accept them—is wiped off the 
slate. 


So that as the case now stands between the canner 
and the wholesaler, it looks about like this: 

The wholesaler buys the goods upon sample, but 
accepts them upon delivery if they meet his approval, 
and if paid for in ten days from acceptance deducts 2 
per cent. discount, and has the goods guaranteed practi- 
cally for a year from the time of packing. Goods which 
cost the wholesaler 70c. at his warehouse, he resells at 
an average of 90c., thereby making a profit of 40c. per 
case, with a claim for every can that spoils. 


On the canner’s side he must invest a large sum of 
money to properly equip his plant to meet all sanitary, 
as well as commercial requirements; provide the crops 
and labor and all supplies, and having packed these 70c. 
goods at a cost too near to 67'4c. as matters now stand, 
he must add further to it by furnishing better cases; 
must then ship them and wait ten days to two weeks, 
and often longer, for acceptance by the buyer; then an- 
other ten days and often ten times that for payment, 
less the 2 per cent. discount—and if by any possible co- 
incidence he has anything left, must keep it on deposit 
to make up for any spoilage that may occur in the 
goods. 

“Gee, he’s a lucky guy. Yep, nothing to do but work 
for the jobber.” 


And the jobber is wrought up over the fear that if 
he allowed the canner credit for the quality of the goods 
he puts in his cans, by permitting him to put his name 
on the label as the producer, that this Get Rich Quick 
Canner will become a bloated monopolist, an oppressor 
of the poor and a booster of the high cost of living. 


Why if that is a fact; go get it; gentlemen. They 
evidently like that condition, but do not seem anxious 
to give you room on the bench. That is a very good 
reason for your demanding the thing that will produce 
the result. 


Of course we know we should not take these pop- 
shots at this hen which has promised for so long to 
hatch out the golden ducats—for be assured it is no 
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goose this time you are dealing with. For the jobbers 
might leave canned foods alone; refuse to handle them, 


and the golden ducats-producing eggs never hatch if 
they are worried this way. 


Well the wholesale grocer would just as soon leave 
canned foods alone, cut them out of his business and re- 
fuse to handle them as would turn you over his. signed 
check book; walk out of his house and leave you in 


charge,or like Faust make a contract with the Devil for 
his soul. 


He could not exist without canned foods, could not 
conduct his business for any length of time. He knows 
it, and that you are the most important branch of his 
business. He handles sugars at a loss; cereals at a loss 
and a hundred other things in which the profits are so 
small as to be inconsiderate. Go into any large whole- 
saler’s warehouse and you find piles of goods grown stale 
or useless, out of date or unsalable from some cause, 
damaged through carelessness of employes; but of 
canned foods this is never true. The worst than can 
happen to them is to have the boxes broken and the 
labels spoiled; but at a slight expense they can be re- 
stored. The percentage of profit is always good, and the 
amount of loss due to them, caused the wholesale grocer, 
is less than any other article he handles. He knows it; 


but so long as he has the upper hand he is going to keep 
it. And we do not blame him. We blame ‘you. 


Least of all is it our intention to cause any discord 
between these two necessary factors, the producer and 
the distributor. But it is our mission to fight the battles 
for the producer in this case; for as matters now stand 
the producer is not receiving a fair division of the profits 
on his work, and to add further burdens to his lot, and to 
deny him a credit that is justly his seems to us reason 
enough to protest. 

But it is for the packer himself to correct these 
wrongs. He is becoming a sufficiently commanding 
figure in the commerce of the world to claim the recogni- 
tion to which he is entitled. But he must stand up for 
his rights, not alone but with his fellow canner, for it 
is only through association work that any results along 
these lines can be obtained. The man who ventures 
alone may expect to be beaten, which is as true in mod- 
ern business as it is in war. 


TOO MUCH PREACHING. 


Ah, my weary heart is reaching for nepenthe sure and true, 
for so many men are preaching that I don’t know what to do. 
Tired and stricken, I determine some fat novel to peruse, and 
the book turns out a sermon, and my soul contracts the blues. 
Worn by worldly strife and hounding to the show I go and find 
that the actors are expounding doctrines that disturb my mind. 
And the daily perints are screeching sermons on the nation’s 
crimes; and the magazines are preaching on the evils of the 
times; all the doctors are discussing health rules till they bring 
the tears, and the scientists are fussing, pounding texts into our 
ears. Every one is bent on teaching, teaching us with voice and 


tongue; every one is bent on preaching till the last lone dog is 
hung. It would make the world less solemn, make our journey far 
more nice, if we once could read a column that contains no good 
advice; if the speaker in the forum and the writer in the prints, 
wouldn’t nag the folks and bore ’em with a string of Helpful

“This, nor any other organization,” Mr. Sears continued, 
“can go faster than the procession, neither can it go any faster 
than the opinion of its members.” 

“Your organization and ours must get its money from the 
free will of its membership, and we cannot get the best results 
without the liberal use of coin. But in addition to money, we 
must also have the unanimous co-operation of our membership. 

“The National Canners’ Association is making slow progress 
towards educating its members, and in common with other 
associations, we naturally have a diversified opinion.” 

Secretary F. E. Gorrell and President T. A. Scott, of the 
Machinery Association, were present at the convention and many 
other canners. 

As reviewing the entire work of the meeting its Resolutions 
are most interesting. Some of them are as follows: 

Resolved, that this association hereby extends its hearty 
thanks and appreciation to Senator Theodore E. Burton and to 
Hon. Frederick C. Stevens, for the introduction in the United 
States Senate and House of Representatives, respectively, of the 
bill to compel the net weight or measure to be branded upon all 
food products sold in interstate or foreign commerce; to Hon. 
James B. Mann for the original introduction of that bill, and for 
the earnest efforts of those gentlemen to seture the enactment of 
such a law for the benefit of the consumers and the food man- 
ufacturers and merchants of the country, and further 

Resolved, that the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
of the United State again heartily affirms its endorsement of the 
said Stevens-Burton bill now known as H. R. 4667-S, 4727, and 
most respectfully urges upon Congress the prompt enactment of 
that legislation. 

Resolved, that uniformity of compulsory weight or measure 
branding statutes throughout the country is essential to the best 
interests of the food trade and of the public; further, that the 
enactment of such a statute by any state, before final action by 
Congress upon this subject, jeopardizes such uniformity, and fur- 
ther 

Resolved, that if any state legislature determines to act 
upon this subject before the Federal law is passed by Congress, 
the state statute should be modeled after the Stevens-Burton bill 
now pending in the Sixty-second Congress and unanimously ap- 
proved by the house interstate and foreign commerce commit- 
tee of the Sixty-first Congress. 

Resolved, that this association expresses its heartiest en- 
dorsement of the work of the Federal food control officers for 
their enforcement of the model national food and drugs act, 
June 30, 1906, for the protection not only of consumers, but of all 
honest manufacturers and dealers throughout the country who 
are shielded from unfair competition by the enforcement of pure 
food laws; we express our hearty commendation also of the work 
of the food commissioners and their departments in the various 
states that have, during the year, continued their efforts to 
have the state food laws and regulations uniform with the na- 
tional law uniformly and effectively enforced. 

Resolved, that this association favors the constitution under 
act of Congress of a Federal food standards commission, made 
up of food control officers, official chemists and practical manu- 
facturers for the consideration and adoption of uniform food 
standards for the enforcement of the national food law, and that 
this association vigorously continue its opposition to the enact- 
ment of fixed and necessarily diverse food standards into the 
statutes of the several states. 

Resolved, that this association heartily commends the con- 
tinued efforts of the wholesale grocers of Wisconsin to have the 
food laws of that state made uniform with the national law, and 
with the food statutes of the thirty-one states which have adopted 
the national law as a model, and further 

Resolved, that the association respectfully urges the legisla- 
ture of the new state of Arizona, now in session, to enact senate 
bill No. 112, by Mr. Wessel, designed to have the national food 
law enacted as the food statute of that state, and that this asso- 
ciation, in the interest of consumers, manufacturers and dealers, 
endorses the recent and continuing efforts of its pure food com- 
mittee in opposition to house bill 148, by Mr. Morono, now pend- 
ing in the legislature of New Mexico, and commends the efforts 
of the wholesale grocers of that and adjoining states to have the 
uniform national food law adopted in New Mexico. . 

Whereas, the wholesale grocer is recognized by manufac- 
turers, both domestic and foreign, as being the best medium for 
distribution of their products, and 

Whereas, many such manufacturers have been placing their 
goods on the market without due recognition of the present move- 
ment for weight or measure laws, and that the situation has 
developed to the point where it necessitates the marking of 
manufacturers’ packages with weight or measure marks before 
they can be resold by the distributor, thereby entailing consid- 
erable annoyance and expense to the distributers, compelling the 
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opening of packages, marking same with the weight or measure, 
thereby, in many cases, making it impossible to restore the pack- 
ry to original condition as put forward by the manufacturer, 
an 

Whereas, the situation is one that we feel calls for immediate 
action, to the end that all goods distributed by jobbers be marked 
with net weight or measure before delivery to them. 

Be it therefore resolved, that we most earnestly request that 
all manufacturers, both domestic and foreign, mark all packages 
— to the jobbing trade, with the proper weight or measure 
marks. 

Further resolved, that our association approves the organiza- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce of the United States of 
America, and hereby instructs the executive committee of this 
association to take such action as may be necessary for this 
association to become a member of this National Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 

Further resolved, that our secretary is hereby instructed 
to send a copy of these resolutions to President Taft, to Secretary 
Nagel and to Hon. Harry A. Wheeler, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Resolved, that this association expresses its commendation 
of the work of the National Civic federation and of the Commis- 
sion on Uniform State Laws appointed by the governors of the 
various states to secure uniform statutes in all states upon all 
commercial subjects. 

Resolved, that the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
of the United States favors the method of arbitration for de- 
termining business controversies and that it commends the work 
of its arbitration committee and extends its thanks to the mem- 
bers of that committee and the various district committees now 
serving in their various territories on behalf of the National 
Canned Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association, the National 
Canners’ Association and this association. 


Resolved, that the association recommends the amendment of 
the national food and drug act so as to permit an appeal to the 
courts from any executive ruling excluding the entry of an im- 
ported food product under that statute, and requests our pure 
food committee to urge the adoption by Congress of the pending 
bill, No. 23,415, National House of Representatives, by Mr. Mott, 
or such other measure upon the subject as our committee may 
in its discretion approve. 


Resolved, that this association presents its felicitations to 
the National Canned Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association, 
to the National Canners’ Association, the American Specialty 
Manufacturers’ Association and the National Association of Bro- 
kers in Refined Sugar and their officers and members who have 
attended our meeting in St. Louis. 

Resolved, that this association endorses the action of its ex- 


‘ ecutive committee and its board of directors in refusing to ap- 


prove the new contracts submitted by various California canners, 
and 

Further resolved, by the National Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation that just business dealing and observance of the pure 
food laws required that packers of all classes of canned goods 
should be responsible for swells and spoils until July 1, fol- 
lowing date of shipment.”’ 

These two latter resolutions are of particular interest and 


importance, which with the resolution on the name on the 


label question, were among the most important actions of the 
convention, and all of them rather against than for the canners. 

The election resulted in Mr. Geo. L. Lichty, of Waterloo, 
Iowa, whom canners will remember as speaking at the Rochester 
meeting in favor of the 2 per cent. discount, and who then de- 
clared himself a canner as well as a wholesale grocer, as Presi- 


dent.

Fruit prices in orchards generally lower—Cherries and ’Cots ripening—Crop conditions— 


High prices on tomato acreage—Canned Shad.

San Francisco, May 24, 1912. 

Last Minue Flashes—General rains have visited 
Northern California, greatly benefiting both fruits and 
vegetables. Ripening is being retarded and the output 
increased. 

The buying of futures is quite active and some small 
firms are quoting prices. These are generally considered 
high and the bulk of the orders are being placed subject 
to approval on opening rates. 

The asparagus pack is improving and the plants are 
busy. Prices are firmly maintained. 

Canners Contracting.—Now that crop prospects are 
well defined canners have their representatives in the 
field in full force and contracts are being made for the 
stock needed during the coming season. In practically 
very line lower prices are being offered for fruit than was 
the case last year and this doubtless means that lower 
prices will be named on the finished product. The same 
grades of freestone peaches that cost canners from $25 to 
$30 a year ago, can now be contracted at $20, and clings 
are being contracted for at as low a price as $25, with $35 
a maximum figure, as far as can be learned. Very warm 
weather has been experienced during the past week in 
the interior and fruit is developing at a rapid rate. 
Cherries are ripening fast and carload shipments are now 
being made to the Eastern markets. Some early apricots 
are also being harvested and it will not be long now be- 
fore these varieties will be ready for the canner. A 
splendid business is being done in futures, subject to 
approval of the opening prices, and some out and out 
sales of peaches and apricots are being made at prices 
which average about 10c. below last season’s opening 
rates. Prices will be named much earlier than was the 
case last year and it is likely that some firms will put out 
public figures by the first of June. 

Crop Conditions.—The condition of the California 
fruit crop in detail at the present time is about as fol- 
lows: 

Cherries.—Conditions are not quite as promising for 
a full crop as they were a short-time ago. The green 
shipments are not expected to be as heavy as they were 
last year and the canned pack will not be unusually 
large. A general shortage is being reported on the black 
varieties. 

Apricots.—A letter from Southern California says: 
“There will not be a bumper crop in the State, because 
the Southern end of the State will fall much below the 
normal crop. A packer of long experience estimates the 
crop prospect of Orange County at 50 per cent. and Ven- 
tura County will fall short of a normal crop. Los An- 
geles County will not have a full crop and the Cuca- 


monga district in San Bernardino County will have but 
25 per cent. of acrop.” In Fresno and Kings County the 
crop will also be short, owing to frost damage. In the 
Northern section the crop is in splendid shape, the fruit 
is clean and promises to run to good grades. 


Peaches.—The crop is developing fast and there will 
be an average crop. Thinning is in progress and all 
danger from frost is at an end. The prospects are for 
large quantities of small sized fruits, owing to the dry 
season. 

Plums and Prunes.—The crop will be about the 
same as that of last year with prospects especially good 
in the San Joaquin Valley. 

Pears.—Pears have been dropping badly for the past 
ten days but there are plenty left to insure a large crop 
and the outlook is for a yield of fruit of exceptional 
quality. 

Tomatoes.—But a light business is now being done 
in future tomatoes as but few concerns care to accept 
additional orders. Contracts for stock are now being 
made with growers and it is to be noted that higher 
prices are being paid than was the case last yeat. In 
some districts an increased acreage is being devoted to 
tomatoes, but in places the growing crop is in poor shape 
so that the size of the crop is an uncertain matter. Spot 
stocks are closely cleaned up with No. 2% standards 
held firmly at $1.00. 


Salmon.—Practically no business is being done here 
in the line of canned salmon. Wholesalers are well 
stocked and with lower prices expected in the fall will 
wait until a late date before anticipating future require- 
ments. 

The splendid demand that has been worked up here 
during the past two seasons for Japanese canned crab 
will now have to be satisfied with a different article, as 
local importers will be able to handle only about one- 
fifth of what they secured last year. English buyers’ 
have absorbed the bulk of the Japanese pack and the 
Coast trade will have to turn again to the domestic 
article. 

Coast Notes.—The Central California Canneries has 
purchased the plant and full equipment of the F. P. Cut- 
ting Company at San Jose, Cal., and is now placing this 
in shape for operation at an early date. Other plants 
of this concern are being remodeled and added to this 
season and a very large increase in the output is ex- 
pected. The increased business has made it necessary 
that more room be secured for office purposes and the 
space on the fourth floor of the Fife Building, at Drumm 
Market and California streets, San Francisco, has been 
added to by taking over one-half of the floor above. 
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The Johnson Sanitary Can Opener Company has 
been incorporated at San Francisco with a capital stock 
of $25,000, the interested parties being F. E. Booth, C. 
H. Workman, R. H. Gay, Alex. and G. W. Johnson. Mr. 
Booth is selling agent for the Monterey Packing Com- 
pany which puts up Booth’s Crescent Brand Sar.lines, 
and Mr. Workman is head of the Workman Packing 


Company which recently took over the business of the 
I. X. L. Packing Company. 


The Tulare Canning Company, Tulare, Cal., is pre- 
paring for operations this season, a spur track from the 
railroad being installed as well as some necessaryy ma- 
chinery. 

Canned shad will soon be placed on the market, it 
being reported from the Northwest that canners in the 
Columbia river district were preparing to put up quite a 


pack of this fish and that they were offering fishermen 
2c. a pound for fresh fish.

BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, Md., May 25, 1912. 
Dear Sirs: 


The anticipated reaction from the low prices in the mar- 
ket for future tomatoes is commencing to materialize, and is 
making progress slowly. No one with the best interests of 
the business at heart wants to see any boom in the prices, 
and efforts will be made to hold the market quotations on a 
steady basis until the canning season for that article opens up 
in August next, after which the price fluctuations will be gov- 
erned, of course, by the developments from week-to-week. 
All the future tomatoes offered at the cut prices that pre- 
vailed during the last two weeks have been sold, and the quo- 
tations have advanced 2%c. dozen on both No. 2 and No. 3 
standards. There is little or no demand this season, so far, 
for future seconds tomatoes for obvious reasons. The back- 
ward spring has delayed the setting out of the plants, which 
usually commences around May 25 and continues until the 
middle of June. The farmers have set out few tomato plants, 
next to none, up to this date, still there is no danger to the 
crop on that score, though from now on the usual hard luck 
stories will be sent out by the horny-handed sons of toil. 


The increase inthe demand for spot tomatoes, which 
started two weeks ago, continued this week, and caused an 
advance of 5c dozen in the prices, with a stronger undertone 
to the market, and anticipations of further activity next week. 
It is thought that the market will go higher in June. For 
the other lines of spot vegetables the market was not active, 
excepting for the new pack of peas and spinach for immediate 
shipment. Because of the sold out condition of the 1911 
pack of those two articles, there is a demand for them at 
higher prices than prevailed last week, and they are worth 
attention now. Sweet potatoes and string beans are also 
worth attention. Spot and future corn is being inquired for, 
but no business was done this week. 

The canning of strawberries has commenced, the crop is 
of excellent quality, and the canneries will be in full blast on 
them for the next three weeks, with expectations of an active 
business in them at attractive prices. The other berries and 
cherries will follow in June. New pineapples are arriving 
and the demand for them is increasing. Unfavorable news 
about the peach crop was received this week, and no prices 
are being made on the coming pack. There was only the usual 
daily small orders received this week for the other lines of 
spot fruits. Cove oysters are selling in small lots, and the 
prices are firm.

Spot Tomatoes.—The heavy demand for spot tomatoes dur- 
ing the past two weeks has absorbed all offerings of strictly 
standard quality No. 3s at $1.20. The market is now virtu- 
ally $1.25, and it doubtful if many could be bought at this 
price, for the simple reason that they are not here. The best 
trade we have to offer is a few cars of off standards at $1.20 
f. o. b. Pennsylvania Railroad, Baltimore, Md. At $1.25 we 
have about 750 cases hand-packed tomatoes in 4% in. Sani- 
tary cans, all labeled under packer’s label. We have also had 
an active demand for No. 10 tomatoes recently, and only have 
left about 2,000 cases ‘“‘Pride of Queen Anne” brand, half 
dozen each, first-class quality, at $3.50 per dozen f. o. b. Pe- 
ninsula. We have about 100 cases No. 2 tomatoes in alum- 
inum lacquered cans at 87 %c. f. o. b. Aberdeen. 


Future Tomatoes.—Owing to the advance in Spot toma- 
toes, the market on futures is a little firmer. We quote re- 


liable brands, 100 per cent. delivery, at 82% to 85c. for 3s, 
62% to 65c. for 2s, and $2.40 to $2.50 for 10s. 
prices will probably look low as the season advances.

Corn.—The market on future corn is unchanged. We are

SPOT TOMATOES. 


We have repeatedly stated in the past that as spring ad- 
vanced, there was bound to be an increased demand for spot 
tomatoes. 

The trading during the last week has proved the truth of 
our prophecy. On account of this recent trading, practically 
all No. 3 tomatoes available at $1.20 f. o. b. factory have been 
consumed and those possessing stocks of desirable quality are 
now demanding a higher figure, and it is difficult to locate any 
desirable trades except on the following basis: Standard 3s 
$1.22%4 @$1.25; standard 2s 92%c.; standard 10s $3.40@ 
$3.50—all f. o. b. factory. 

As the season advances and the summer resort trade de- 
velops, there is every reasonable probability that prices will 
reach still higher figures. From this standpoint, it would 
therefore appear that purchases on present quotations are 
desirable for any requiring replenished stocks. 

FUTURE TOMATOES. 

Increased demand for spot goods together, with the un- 
settled weather conditions have been reflected in the market 
for future tomatoes. 

Many buyers who had been holding off, after considering 
the various new phases to be faced at the packing end of 
the business and the unusually late spring (we observed while 
en route to St. Louis, farmers beginning to plough and in 
this section some are just able to plant their gardens which, 
in ordinary years, would have been done a month or more 
ago) have seemed at last to realize that the present quota- 
tions are on a reasonable basis and have accordingly come 
in with their orders. 

It has been difficult to place orders on the basis of 80 
cents for standard 3s except with those who were new to 
the game as the more responsibile and conservative packers 
booked a large volume of business at opening prices and have 
been difficult to interest in lower quotations and many buy- 
ers have shown a willingness to place their orders at an 
advanced price where, in judging by past experience, they will 
be well cared for and deliveries made in full rather than take 
chances with the untried and doubtful packers. 

Most of the older and conservative packers being well sup- 
plied with future orders are now busy preparing for the 
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new pack. We are in position to offer for account of reliable 
packers a few cars on the following basis: No. 3 Standards, 
82%c.; No. 2 Standards, 62%c.; No. 10 Standards, $2.45 to 
$2.50, with 100 per cent. deliveries guaranteed. — 


SPOT CORN. 


Spot stocks in corn seem to be cleaning up and-while there 
are still some offers of cheap corn these are getting fewer 
and farther between and it now looks as if the packers 
would enter upon another season with comparatively clear 
decks. 

There is no doubt that with the other staples command- 
ing high prices that much corn has gone into consumption 


and especially a large volume of the cheap corn which was 


most desirable should be cleaned up and judging from the 
best information we can obtain, there is little of this class 
of packing now listed in first hands and those who have 
bought seem to have done so with a purpose to have some- 
thing cheap to offer to the trade, and judging from the 
demand which has been going for this cheap corn, it must 
have largely gone into consumption. 

Butter grades are firmly held and do not seem to be in 
large compass. Market quotations remain practically un- 
changed. 


FUTURE CORN. 


Future corn is a problem. The unusually adverse condi- 
tions with which the farmers have had to contend in making 
their preparations for the crop are demoralizing the plant- 
ers. Some of the corn is rotting in the ground and has to 
be replanted. All this tends to a short, rush packing season 
when it is difficult to pack the Fancy Grades on account of 
everything coming in a bunch and if the present unsettled 
weather continues a curtailed acerage must necessarily fol- 
low. 


In the meantime, comparatively few sales of corn have 
beer booked for future delivery and a continuance of these 
adverse crop conditions will naturally awaken a buying inter- 
est in this staple and in such an event, the market would 
naturally advance as opening quotations have been lower than 
last season, although the cost price was unchanged and the 
lower figures quoted simply spelled less profits to the packer. 
Present quotations, therefore, are most reasonable and worthy 
of careful consideration. There was a bumper crop of corn in 
1911—a repitition of which for 1912 is most unlikely. Na- 
ture does not work this way, therefore there is little prob- 
ability of a decline—much probability of an advance.

All sweet peas are pretty certain to be scarce owing to 
the small acreage planted to them and to the lateness of the 
season which is sure to bring them into blossom in hot 
weather.
